MarobST.— Thtladica- 
tiaot ur* thftt the Bessions of the senate 
will be more freqaent and less perfanc- 
tory this week tlum they have been 
ilnce it was couvokt il in tho prenent ex- 
traordinary session. Tho senate will un- 
dertake (liscassion and perlmps the de- 
cision of one of the most important con- 
■titutiQiial questions that has arisen in 
tbat body In late years; simply the right 
of ft governor of a state to fill a vacancy 
in the United Btatae senate which oc- 
onxradwhMitlMlegiatatarewM iases- 
Bion. 

Some senators advocate daily sittings 
from now on in order that a final ad- 
joiuiiiiiful l)n luiatt'ni'd. The seesiong 
this week will be made interesting by 
the debate over the admissibility to 
membership in the senate of Messrs. 
Beckwith of Wyoming, Mantle of Mon- 
tana, api>olnted by the governors of 
their respective states. tiM legiilatares 
having failed to eleet. 

The majority report in a general way 
on the (juestion will be on the i)ropo8i- 
tion that in cases like the jircsent th« 
vacancies in tlie representation of tlie 
senate do not "happen" in the niaiiiit r 
contemplated by the cnnstituti')!! when 
it antliori/es appointHH iits ofscnatms 
by the governor. The other view is 
that it is the evident intent of the oon- 
etitntion that a state shi.Mld always be 
rppresi iiTeii l)y two seiiat.irs and that a 
Btate hlionld not bo dfinived of eijnal 
representation in the senate if a senator 
appears holding a reu.sor.ablo claim to 
represent her. 

According to this a vacancy exists 
when the le;/isl;itnre fails to elect whicli 
the governor is authorized to fill by 
appointment \intil the legislature again 
coiner together. All the constitutional 
lawyers in tho senate are expected to 
take part in the debate which will fol- 
low the Inking Tip of tlie r -poi ts, and it 
is not unlikely that at least a week and 
l)erhaps 10 days will Ije recjiiired to give 
tliem a full opportunity to express their 
opinions prior to taking a vote. The 
outcome is in a little doubt, but the 
probabilities would seem to ftivor the 
adoption of the minority view of the 
case, as tho Repnblic:ins nre more solid- 
ly in favor of the governor's power of 
appointment than are tlie Democrats on 
the revorse of this proposition. 

Such time during the week a-s is not 
devoted to tho senatorial (juestion will 
probably be largely si>ent in executive 
session confirming nominations and 
considering the qtiestion of the elective 
offlces of the senate. The Democrats 
have failttd to get the llepublicaua to 
agree to a compromise by which the 
Demo<;rats would get a share of tho 
salaries of these otiices during tho sum- 
nier .solstice. A number of the Demo- 
cratic senators are not disposed to pro- 
long tlie special session over these otnces 
and the indications are, that after a 
trial to ascertain whether or not the 
Republicans are fully determined to 
resist strenuously the filling of these 
places at this time, the attempt 
will bo almndoned in case it bo 
seen that the Republicans will make a 
fitubboi n tight, as they aieert they cer- 
tainly will do. 
The date of final adjournment is ap- 

i)arently ttt leiwt two weeks olT and it 
ooks as if it would bo aliout the IDth of 
April before tho president signifies to 
the sonai o that he does not need to keep 
it in session any longer and dissolution 
d fhe special senate occurs.

Dr. McBam«y, the family physidan, 
was seen yesterday at his home. He 
moke f ediagly on the matter at Ckdonel 
Shepard's death. "It was .a Terr sad 
case," said Dr. MoBnmey. '*In all my 
experience both as a medical stndent 
and as a practicing physidan I have 
never seen one like it. Such instanqes 
of death under the effects of ether are 
of very rare medical record, '^^ry Hi- 
tie ether had been adminleteNd when 
the symptoms of choking and distress 
were observed by us. Tney are symp- 
toms which are very common in cases 
uf rthei-izHtion. \Ve see them in almost 
every other case in the hospitals. The 
labored breathing and signs of choking 
and nausea continued. Every effort was 
then used to revive the patient No 
more ether was given. For a time he 
rallietl and became consdons enough to 
ask about tlie resolt of the examination. 
He did not, however, reach a state of 
clear oonsdousness. He sank into un- 
consciousness again and died shortly 
after 4 o'clock. He mnst have been 
worrying about his condition and con 
cealed it fron* us and his mental con- 
dition might explain the effect of the 
ether." 

Among the callers at Dr. McBumey's 
office .Saturday was Coroner Shnltz. He 
had been asked by the police to investi- 
gate the case. The coroner simply 
asked Dr. McBurney some preliminary 
onestions. Coroner Shults seemed to 
tnink there was nothing unnsual about 
the death. The certificate was signed 
by the bowrd of health and gave the 
caifle of dtath as the inhalMioii of 
ether.

HAYTI iNVADED. 

Domlalwiiu Ilo It, Md • Battte to Foagbt, 
With Reenll Mot SUted. 

KiNOSTo.N', Jamlca, March 27.— An- 
other long warfare between Presiilent 
Hippolyte's government and th" factions 
ojiposed to his rule is now threat I'ned. 
Insurgents have crossed from the Do- 
minican frontier into Hayti, and a battle 
haa already been fought. 

This new movement is likely to cause 
trouble witli San Domingo, and possi- 
bly war. should the jiresont insurrec- 
tion not be qui'lled. A jirotracted strug- 
gle is the present outlook, owing to the 
m(mntainous and unsettled conclition of 
the country. The battle is said to have 
tu;en a de(^isive otkc, hvt the NaiUt was 

not stated. 

As the news comes from Port-au- 
Prince, the seat of I'residi'iit Hippolyte's 
government, the infereiiee desired to bo 
conveyed is that the autlioritiea were 
victoricjus. This statement mnst be 
taken with considurablo allowance, be- 
cause the same disnatch wliich brings 
tlie above news adds that more troops 
are being hurried to the frontier. 

Whatever may be tho outcoiuo of tho 
present conflict, it cftn only add to tlie 
troubles of the unhapiiy island. If the 
insurgents win. the load of debt in- 
curred by the war, wliich would cer 
tainly prove a large one in tliat case 
will lie a heavy burden for the poor 
Haytians. If the government should 
prove victorious, tliere will undoubt- 
edly follow a demand for indemnity on 
San Domingo, and, in case of refusal, 
another bloody and expensive 

might eiisiio.

TRYING TO CREATE A STRIKE 



GREAT DAY A MONG TH E MORMONS, 

On AprU 6 Iho OrMt e4,00e,000 Tomplo 

Will He Dedicated. 

Salt Lake City, March 27.— 
Throughout I'tah .Saturday the Mor- 
mons held b'i>eciftl meetings of fftflting 
and prayer, and all business beoai 
suspendeid for the day. The occasion 
was preliminary to the final dedication 
of the great temple, which will take 
place April 6, the 58d anniversary of 
the organization of the Mormon 
church. The temple has been in course 
of construction nearly 40 years, and has 
cost nearly t4,000,000. 

Its completion and dedication will 
form a solemn occasion in the history of 
the church, and all members are en 
joined to purge themselves from in 
iquity, extend mutual forgiveness and 
confess thebr tmviU to one another be 
fore they -can properly enter the sacred 
edifice. On A^il o it is estimated that 
100,000 Mormons will visit this dty. and 
the dedication exarcdaM will ba repeated 
daily t«r l Odftjft.

Tha Ana Arbor Strike. 
Toledo, March 27. -The strike situa 
tion is the qule test it iias been since it 
started, none of the great labor leaders 
have vet arrived. The Order of Kail 
way Conductors held a meeting yester- 
day afternoon to take whatever action 
might be necessary regarding tlie report 
thai Conductor Renshaw was dis 
charged from the comjiany's servici 
without sufficient or just cause. It was 
found that he was not a member of tli 
order, having made application some- 
time ago ami then withdrawing it upon 
the advice of the Ashleys. It was also 
discovered that there were only three 
members of the order who are employed 
on the Ann Arbor. It is unlik( ly there 
fore that the strike will extend to tlie 
trainmen. 

atrlkara Batarn to Work. 

Waco, Tex., March 27.— A committee 
apiiointed on the part bf the brakemon 
of the Texas Central railway, who went 
out in a body on a strike last Wednes 
day, arrived' in Waco yeeterday after- 
noon and laid the gxtevaaoe of the 
strikers before Gtonenu Manager Hamil 
ton and Superintendent McWilliams. 
After discussion a compromise was 
reached by which all the strikers re- 
turned to work and the strike was de- 
clared off.

New OrlrnnH Strike Oii-on Up. 

Nicw Orleans, March 27.— The street 
car strike on the Carrollton fizzled com- 
pletely yestenlay. At 10 o'clock all the 
cars were running without interrup 
tion, and as tlie union men saw that 
they • were being shut out. the strike 
was declared off. When tlie men ap 
j)lied for their old jobs only eight, who 
had formerly been mule drivers, were 
taken back.

WASHnraTOK, March 97.— Baron de 
Andrada, special envoy from Brazil to 

the l iiited Slates, was stricken wit^ 
paralysis Friday night at the Nationi^ 
theater ai;d ilie l at ',» l "i ^ aMrrdayin his 
ai>artineiit8. lie was a noted man in 
Brazil, and was in this country on a 
a si)ecial mission to gather fiicts relat- 
iiiL' to the lininidary line dispute be- 
tween Hrazil and Argentine Republic. 

Il.iroii Andrada was 70 years of age, 
iuk\ had i J years represented Brazil in 
a ilipl 'iiiatic capu ity. his first service 
being an attache of the Brazilian lega- 
tion in \Vashiniiton. He was secretarj' 
of the legation at London for 10 years, 
and minister to Portugal. Switzerland, 
Austria aii<l Home and to several South 
Aiiiericaii countricj. At the time he 
WHS selected for the mission that 
brought him to the United States he 
w;is stationed at Uome, and was con- 
sidered a conhdante of the pope. 

At the deathbed were tho Brazilian 
minister. Senur Meudonca, the first sec- 
retary of legation, a rulativeof Minister 
MenJoiua, and the charge d'affaires of 
the Argentine legation. The other 
members of the special coiumiBi(m had 
left the room a few moments Iwfore dis- 
solution occurred, DOl thlBklBg fha and 
end was so near. 

The funeral services will be held at 
yt. Matthew's church tomorrow. 

Minister Mendonca has cabled the 
news of Baron Andrada's death to his 
goveriiiiieiit, and will await orders as to 
the final disposition of the reinniiiB. 

Baron Andrada was a widower, his 
wife having died in I'ortngal. Etis chil- 
dren are now in Switzerland.

RoM>, March 27.— It has been discov- 
ered that Lnigf Berardi, the religious 
fanatic who assaulted King Humbert 
Saturday near the Villa Borgese, has 
always been suffering from mental de- 
raiigetueiit and that some members of 
his fainiiy have occasionally shown 
sj niptoms of the same disorder. 

The king went as usual for a drive in 
the neighborhood of the villa, accom- 
panied only by one aide-de-camp. Just 
as the carriage was passing the front of 
the villa a fellow, who looked like a 
workingman. drew from the inside of 
his coat a sttine wrapped up in paper 
and dashed it against the royal car- 
Kiiige. Tho king stopfied the ^rriage 
and personally arrested the nerpetrator 
of ttio outrage. Then the police inspec- 
tor in charge of the villa ran to the spot 
and took the man into custuly. The 
prisoner struggled and refused to go to 
the police stanoo, and the king oontln* 
ued liis drive. 

Vn arriving at the police station the 
nrisoner gave his name as Luigi 
Berardi. lie said that he wai^ted to in> 
suit the king for not being reconciled to 
the pope. He had travele<l half around 
the world and had been a long time in 
America, from whence he had but late- 
ly returaed. He said: "I am a fervent 
Catholic. I want to establish missions 
to China to redeem the slav. s. The 
peojile in America took me for a mad- 
man, although I was in good health 
(Uough, but I am ready to suffer 
martyrdom for the sake of my re- 
ligion." 

The autho:ities have ascertained that 
he was senteni i d to imprisonment for 
seven yea:s for murder committed a 
nniiibcr of years jigo. In he was 
released from jiriiAu and emigrated to 
America, thi autlioriiies thinking they 
liad r it rid of him forever, but he re- 
turned recently to Kome.
